Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. Claims 105, 108 and 131 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Yamasaki et al. (WO 2001/48052). The published application filed 
under 35 USC 371 will be discussed for the benefit of its English language 
disclosure (US 2003/0219404). 

The reference is directed to conjugates of polyalkylene glycols with 
terminal amino groups on polypeptides (abstract). Structure 9 of Table 1 meets 
the required polymer structure, and merely following the stated method of 
reaction with terminal amine of a polypeptide would result in the claimed 
conjugate. 

2. Claim 105 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Juszczak et al. (Biochemistry 41 (2002) 376-385). 

The reference shows the claimed conjugate at pg. 377, third and fifth 
drawn structures. 

3. Claims 106, 107, 13jf-188 are allowed.
